Wound- 
ed Chinese, he points out, are prison- 
ers of war, to whose needs the Japan- 
ese will attend in precisely the same 
fashion as those of their own wounded 
soldiers.

Vienna United States Consul General 
Max Judd states that the German gov- 
ernment has recently sent a commis- 
sion to study the cultivation and manu- 
facture of cotton in the United States. 
It is to inquire into: 


First—Methods of cultivation and 


implements used therefor. 


Second—Improvements in machinery 


for preparing cotton for the markets. 


Third—Difference of conditions and 


cost of production of cotton before and 
after the war. 


Fourth—The quality of cotton before 


and after the war. 


Fifth—The success of the cottonseed 


oil industry and the cost of the produc- 
tion of cotton and the advantages pos- 
sessed by the United States over Eng- 
land, New Zealand and Germany in 
the manufacture of cotton. 


The prime object in view, according 


to the ofiicial report, is to determine 
whether the cotton produced in the 
United States meets the needs of the 
German manufacturer, or whether it 
would be better to buy all or part of 
the raw cotton used in Germany else- 
where.
